Here It Is- - The Future Home 
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Bear Scandinavian Friends: 

A little over a year ago I had the ] 
'pleasure of revisiting my native! 
tend, Sweden, and at the same time 
to see something of Denmark, Nor¬ 
way and Finland. Due to an acci¬ 
dent I had' to cancel my reserva¬ 
tion by boat, and later found it im¬ 
possible to renew it, so I had the 
thrilling experience of going by I 
®,ir. It’s magic, pure and simple, 
We left Edmonton at 4 a.m. on June 
23 and arrived in Sweden 11 a.m. 
Swedish time on the 24th, with 
stops at Toronto, New York and j 
Copenhagen; we were actually in 
the air only 19 hours. The Scandi¬ 
navian Airlines planes are clean 
and comfortable, the food excellent, 
end the staff courteous and kind. 

Because of an early start I was 
very tired, and glad when the time 
came to “turn in” and like Goldi¬ 
locks. I found the bed “just right” 
end had a restful sleep, walking 
just in time to get dressed and 
have breakfast before landing. 

We had been travelling 17,000 
feet above the sea. Looking down 
it seemed as if we -were floating 
over a never-ending snow field of 
hills and valleys, connected here 
and there with gossamer cloud 
bridges, while above the sun 
streamed down from a cloudless 
tine sky. As we were nearing Den¬ 
mark we got glimpses of land and 
rea under us, and presently we 
were down. It had taken exactly 
11 hours to cross the Atlantic! 
What will the future hold? 

Denmark has a very smart air- 
t t. Upholstered Danish furniture' 
are pleasingly grouped, no hard! 
benches here. There is not a speck ! 
cf dust nor any paper scraps orj

cigarette stubs about. Nobody was 
there to tell you not to litter up' 
the place and I saw no written 
warnings. Everybody was smiling 
and looked happy. 

My luggage being booked for 
Sweden, I lost no time at the cus¬ 
toms, so I was free to look at the 
many tempting things about me. 
There were lovely displays of sil¬ 
ver, glass, pewter, knitted things, 
etc. The restraint and purity of 
Danish design is of course well 
known and need not be elaborated 
upon. I hope to spend more time in 
Denmark if and when I go back 
again. It is a country of great ap¬ 
peal. I had been there before, b'ut 
then it was to see historical sights 
only. However, the call came to 
board the plane for Sweden. We 
flew quite low now, so that people 
could be seen working in the field's, 
and we got an impression of the 
freshness and satisfaction of rural 
life. I am told though, that the 
Danes are merchants at heart, and 
like nothing better than to sell 
thing's to one another. 

On reaching' Sweden We flew 
over Scania (Skane) and following 
the east coast I saw Gotland and 
Gland below, and then we came to 
the skerries of Stockholm. It is a 
beautiful sight. The colors are 
gorgeous—the emerald green of 
the meadows, the gold of rape 
fields, the aged, warm reds of the 
farmstead's, and here and there, 
as if for accent, white and ochre 
colored villas, surrounded by tall 
spreading trees; children playing 
on the beaches, little white skiffs 
on the blue waters of the Baltic! 
that surrounds each little island. 
And this was my own country! 1 


Suddenly we swooped down at j 
Bromma, and before I could catch 
my breath I was embraced by two 
charming neices, a complete sur¬ 
prise since I Had not expected' any¬ 
one to meet me. 

Stockholm is fascinating. You 
could spend weeks there sightsee¬ 
ing and penetrating into the musty 
corners of such places as Nordiska 
Museet, art galleries, churches and 
castles; Millesgarden and Skan- 
sen; and shops, such as Svenskt 
Tenn, craft shops, Nordiska Com- 
paniet, etc. The town hall is a 
typical piece of Nordic architec¬ 
ture, not too ultra modern. The 
setting is beautiful where it lies 
mirrored in Lake Malar and the 
rocky cliffs of Soder beyond. It is 
constructed of hand' made Swedish ! 
bricks in an uneven texture, which 
gives the surface of the walls an 
interplay of light and shadow. The 
color is deep red. 

In constructing the building, and 
the interior decoration, the archi¬ 
tect employed Swedish talent only 
--engineers, workmen, artists and 
craftsmen. The Blue Hall (which 
is not blue), the Golden Banquet 
Kali, the Prince’s Gallery, and the 
Vault of The Hundred, afford a 
fine example of modern interior 
decoration. 

Stockholm though, was not the 
end of my journey, but Sunne, 
Farmland, a small town, known 
for no other reason than as the 
birth place of Selma Lag'erlof. This I 
year (1958) many things had been 
planned for the centennial celebra¬ 
tion of her birth. Authors from! 
every part of the globe had come 
to pay her tribute. There were the j 
Selma Lagerlof plays, performed 
in the open, by her beloved lake; 
"Loven”, (Fryken). These plays j 
consist of excerpts from her books j 
and also depict her life story. They 


are both humorous and moving. 
In one scene the village school 
master came on the stage with his 
pupils, to greet Miss Lagerlof on 
her return from her travels. A 
friend of hers happened to be re¬ 
turning too, arriving just ahead of 
Selma. Not knowing either of the 
ladies, the teacher bowed to the 
friend and nodding to the children, 
they immediately started “Ack, 
Varmeland du skona . . .” pathetic, 
sweet, nostalgic (to me), but ex¬ 
cruciatingly off key. A board mem¬ 
ber came up, with all the authority 
and pomposity a board member can 
assume, and ordered the teacher 
back to school, "where you belong, 
and not celebrating a woman, who 
fills the minds of children with 
such nonsense as brownies and 
elfs”. Humbly the teacher leaves, 
followed by the cowed children. 
Turning- to the audience he said in 
broadest "Varmlandska”, “Ja, ve 
gar fell da, issynnerhet som de va 
ett messtag.” The little group 
served to fill a gap in the play, and 
very neatly, and the board member 
only echoed what was often said 
of the author at that time. It was 
not until years later that she be¬ 
came understood and apreciated. 

I am one of the fortunate few 
whose family still live in the land 
of their fathers; and' I was warmly 
welcomed b,y them all. Still, too 
many were gone, and I missed 
them. I too am nearer that goal. 

I can say with Oscar Stjerne, 
"Underligt ar att vandra den leden, 
dar jag lekt en gang i min 
barndoms eden. 

Underligt kanns att ga trott under 
suckande grenar, 

dar jag som barn sprang- glad over 
stockar och stenar.” 

There is something special about | 
paths that your own people have j 
trod for centuries. Memories long I 
dormant return in full force, and! 


you walk again with your loved 
ones. Time that heals all wounds 
makes the loss of their presence 
less keen, but their spirit is still 
with you. 

Did I find Sweden very changed ? 
Yes, very much so, when thinking 
of my early years there. Families 
who then had at least two or three 
servants, besides tenants to call on 
for extra help, are now managing 
alone, or when lucky, one man and 
a woman coming by the day. But 
of course electrification of the ru¬ 
ral areas has made everything 
much easier. The housewife now 
cooks with electricity; she has an 
electric washing machine, refrig¬ 
erator, hot and cold water, and a 
bath room. Few families bother 
with more cows than is necessary 
to supply themselves with milk. 
Some farmers haven’t a horse at 
all, operators with tractors are 
hired for seeding and' harvesting. 
I overheard a conversation one day 
on this subject between my nephew 
and a friend. The friend asked, 
“Why do you keep those old nags 
in the paddock?” “‘Well, they 
don’t eat much, and are not much 
trouble. I look on them as faith¬ 
ful old servants.” Says the friend, 
“There is no such thing as faith¬ 
ful old servants any more.” 

Perhaps this is progress. Cer¬ 
tainly there is no want anywhere 
in the Scandinavian countries as 
far as I could see. But what is 
gained in one way is probably lost 
in another, and the question is, 
whether people are happier work¬ 
ing in factories than working in 
the fields or hmoes. Juvenile de¬ 
linquency is a problem there as 
here. 

The old are very well cared for, 
as are the very young. Excellent 
homes are provided for them with 
(Continued on Page 7)

Education In Denmark 

Since 1814 instruction in Den¬ 
mark has been compulsory. The 
obligation includes a 11 children 
between 7 and 14 years of age; ’but 
their parents are free as to the 
manner in which to comply with 
their duty to care for the education 
of the children whether to teach 
them themselves or whether they 
want to send them to a private or 
public school. By far the greater 
part, however prefer to have their 
children attend the public and 
free municipal schools. 

Out of 400,009 children in the 
compulsory school age only 374 
were taught in their homes, 31,000 
in private schools and 367,000 in 
municipal schools. About 15% of 
the children attended examination 
schools, and close on 3000 pupils 
obtain yearly the Higher School 
Certificate, thereby acquiring the 
right to pursue their education at 
one of the colleges for further 
scientific studies. 

Of Universities, properly speak¬ 
ing, there are two in Denmark: the 
University of Copenhagen, founded 
in 1479, and the University of Aar¬ 
hus, established in 1933. At the 
Copenhagen University all the cur¬ 
rent subjects may be studied. 

In eonjuction with the University 
of Copenhagen a number of scien¬ 
tific institutes and laboratories 
are working among which may be 
mentioned the important Institute 
for Physiological Research paid for 
by The Rockefeller Foundation, 
and the Institute for Theoretical 
Physics conducted by Professor 
Niels Bohr whose staff have car¬ 
ried on extensive investigations in 
the field of atomic research. 

While the University of Copen¬ 
hagen is about 500 years old, and 
rich in old traditions, the Univers¬ 
ity of Aarhus was built only in 
1933 and consequently modern 
lines. The accommodation- at pres¬ 
ent is not too good, as part of the 
University was destroyed in the 
course of an attack made by the 
R.A.F. in 1944 when the Germans 
had requisitioned the buildings for 
use of the Gestapo. 

The third High School to be 
mentioned is the Technical High 
School of Denmark, situated in 
Copenhagen, and where the edu¬ 
cation of civil engineers takes 
place. Further is found, likewise in 
Copenhagen, the Royal Veterinary 
and Agricultural College where 
veterinary, agricultural and forest¬ 
ry subjects are taught, besides a 
number of other schools of a more 
specialized character.

little or nothing’ to pay, and the 
pensions are generous. Some nurs¬ 
ing homes are quite expensive, I 
ivas told, blit even they are subsi¬ 
dized by the government. With no 
help available in ,the homes, it has 
become necessary to find a place 
for those who need care. This ar¬ 
rangement may sound ideal, and 
under the circumstances it is, but 
it does cause heart aches too. The 
young feel cruel and inadequate, 
and the old are sad to leave their 
♦mes and loved ones. 

Grieg’s music, Ibsen’s plays, 
Bjomson’s poetry and Knut Han¬ 
son’s novels have made Norway so 
well known, you need only say the 
word and visions of waterfalls, 
snow topped mountains and fjords 
follow each other before your in¬ 
ner eye. The country offers a gran¬ 
deur almost unequalled. And you 
are filled with admiration for the 
people, who can eke out a living 
from the meagre soil. However, it’s 
not from the soil alone, but from 
the mountain ore and the sea they 
find their livelihood. Nevertheless, 
they are a sturdy, hard working 
race. 

Oslo is beautifully situated on 
#ie Oslo fjord. It has a wonderful 
natural harbor, where you find 
ships from everywhere. Close by is 
the town hall, an elaborate con¬ 
struction of stone, very ornate with 
richly colored murals. A tremen¬ 
dous fountain in the courtyard 
gives a refreshing- feeling on a hot, 
dusty day. Within walking distance 
there is an interesting old church, 
and a little farther you will find 
art and craft shops. Prom there 
you drive up Karl Johan’s gade 
(street) to the parliament build¬ 
ings and the university, and just 
across is the Royal Castle, not so 
™ posing as you might expect, but 
neither has it the forbidding ap¬ 
pearance of some other European 
palaces. 

You drive on, because you want 
to see for yourself the much dis¬ 
cussed Wigeland Park, and the 
Works of this Sculptor of whom you 
have heard so many controversial 
comments. It is really overwhelm¬ 
ing what one mere man has ac¬ 
complished in a life time. 

Before leaving Oslo we went up 
into an observation tower on the 
outskirts of the city, where you 
^n look far out over the fjord. Not 
so very far out the fjord narrows, 
and on both sides there are forts. 
It is hard to imagine how an enemy 
fleet could pass thruogh there with¬ 
out being destroyed. I thought of 
how the Germans got through un¬ 
harmed. But then, that was not a 
matter of defence, but of treason. 

My next stop was Finland. I ar¬ 
rived’ in Helsinfors just in time for

breakfast. The Kastikartano res¬ 
taurant had been recommended to 
me as the most typically Finnish. 
It is on the second floor of a build¬ 
ing that formerly was a private 
home. On the main floor is now the 
Kalevala shop, where you can buy 
’’Trollsmycken” (magic trinkets), 
very interesting too. At . the top of 
the stairs leading to the restaurant 
stands a sculpture in wood, rep¬ 
resenting Lauhiakka, a central fig¬ 
ure in the Kalevala legend. The 
dining hall is tremendous. The 
beams in the ceiling show marks 
of the workmen’s axes. The pillars 
supporting the ceiling, also of 
wood, are heavy, and carved at the 
top in intrciate patterns. 

I chanced to sit at the same 
table as a Finnish lady who spoke 
Swedish as well as Finnish, Eng¬ 
lish and German (nothing unusual 
in Europe). She told me that huge 
families used to live there together, 
from great-grandfather to young¬ 
est child. The grandfather never 
gave up his reign before his death. 
Ail had to obey him. 

My new acquaintance was very 
interesting, and told me of things 
that happened during and after the 
war. I was surprised f!o see this old 
building standing and’ asked if that 
part of town had been spared by 
the Russians. “Spared”, she cried. 
“Nothing wlas spared, of course 
they could pot destroy everything, 
and it is just by chance that this 
building stands. Just walk down a 
few blocks from here and you will 
find only new buildings replacing 
those destroyed' in the war.” She 
told me how people were starving; 
how they walked in shoes made of 
wood and paper—wood for the sole 
and paper for tops. Paper clothing 
too for those who were not lucky 
enough to secure some extra cloth- 
jug'. or able to go to the attic and 
‘find old things. It was’ tragic to be 


■caught in a shower. But the Fin¬ 
nish people have a way of coming 
back to normal. In Helsingfors at 
least you see no sign of poverty 
now. 

Finnish architecture and design 
is much talked of in Canada and 
elsewhere these days, and' deserved¬ 
ly so. Being especially interested in 
crafts, I kept my eyes open for 
new ideas. On Georgsgatan there 
is a shop where you will find some 
beautiful pottery, weaving and 
needlework. Then there is the 
unique ceramic factory, Arabia. 
They employ several artists to give 
new impetus to their patterns. The 
best known of these artists is pos¬ 
sibly Mikael Schilkin for his de¬ 
signs in glazed tile in bas-relief. 
This of course is merely touching 
on things being done over there. 

It was now my intention to re¬ 
turn to my home in Canada. But 
fate decided otherwise. When I 
came back to Sunne I had an acci¬ 
dent and had to spend three months 
in hospital. It was not until Decem¬ 
ber that I was able to travel, so I 
arrived home only a day before 
Christmas eve. Since then there 
has been one thing and another to 
prevent me from jotting down the 
above. I hope it will be of some in¬ 
terest to my Scandinavian friends.
